One of the things I remembered soon after you£d left, is a kind cf xyss 
mystery I think it would be wall to review in advance ef s more thorough. N.O. 
exploration. You have Just about ail of this, but uncclleted. You may recall e 
series of strongs JEI reports 1 think you or Jim located in all or in part, dealing 
with people woo allegedly saw the ITU picketing and not. really carried further.

The Brother at the refuge became a drunk; Bright disappeared, 
as did his printing company, etc. Now prior to ell of this Orestes interested me 
in Emilio LLobet and I never -did understand why, save thnt Smilio was allegedly 
wired both ways and, as a waiter, got, around. You have 0 report on tne mysterious 
way he di.in t keep the first date we made. Orestes and I went there for dinrer- 
Andrew Pena's Los Americas, where Egiilio owrked and then lived over. Chile we 
were there, with the place almost empty, two men Orestes identified es immigration 
§of?iced in the Customs house, accross Decatur from the Hebsna, came in and sat 
at the table next to us. Smilio was visibly uneasy. In checking Roberto out, I 
learned at the Be ins company that he then, 8/ 63 ( payroll records checked) was 3 
co-worker and friend of Roberto M.M. After I interviewed Roberto, .right after 
I was last in Calif, I went back to Emilio’s home, he had gone ana everyone claimed 
to know nothing of him or his whereabouts. Rather strange. The reports you neve are 
more detailed.

At shut time ne was, allegedly, 
gay only, u-e hadn't married, when they were allegedly interested in gays, this 
should hove been of a little mere interest, especially because of whet no body 
seems to remember, that there was sn immediate such report on LHO, -withheld from 
the ONI file. Ky source is the ONI officer whom made it, Guy Johnson, who also told 
Bud the same story. 

•’no other strange es r ect in which my memory may not be nrecise : of the 
two agents who !• tervieweS Roberto M.K. , one spoke Spanish. R has not the best 
command of English. This never spoke Sesnish to aim. R never knew he spoke 

the language. Tne interview could neve fce : n more productive, certainly shorter, 
in Spsnisn. 

And again, the. addresses fascinate. R livad on LSagaziae, but not close 
to IiiO, closer to the fe,uorter. Reiss is vei'y close to las Americas, on Decatur, 
between the Wasp Ticketing end t-s 100 bloc k-u bout 500 block. But he worked nights, 
so there wee no greet chance of the R people seeing him. Ue started work when 
they finished. 

Roberto, by tne way, may hpve be-n easier to lean on® from a previous 
erininel record he told me about, I think having to do with something maritime 
of snip- jumping, however, <-,t the tins I ear.- him I’d soy he was successful and 
eonfortable in his own smell business , I believe pointing. 

iAich of what I picked up and noted is but street stuff and is not to 
be token as gospel. However, I think it would be helpful if you end <nul-3 go 
over nil those nemos, moire cards on tne names, and, after being familiar' with them, 
feeling alert to any mentions cr anything suggesting n c omeciicn, lik plsce of 
employment., etc.
